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DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
1. Claims 41-43 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by US patent 
#6,061 ,064 (Reichlen). 

- As for claim 41 : Reichlen teaches an information processing system (figure 12) 
comprising: 

a reader 170 for reading an actual object 190 (figs 12. The reader can also be a 
infrared receiver or a video camera, figs. 13-14), 

file storage for storing electronic information associated with an actual object (17:25- 
50), 

a display 162 (19:4-5) for displaying the electronic information, 
link storage unit for storing link information that designates linking relation between 
the actual object and the electronic information (The "link storage unit" is implicitly 
included in Reichlen's teaching of associating a desktop application with the actual 
object, 17:25-50), 

a file operation unit for changing the display form (e.g., flashing) of the electronic 
information when the electronic information displayed is indicated on the basic of 
linking or non linking (i.e., being selected or activated) of the actual object and the 
electronic information (23:35-50). 
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- As for claim 42: The electronic information can be an icon such as the trash can icon 
1 80D. The trash can icon changes its display attribute from a normal attribute to a 
flashing attribute depended upon whether it being linked or not being linked. 

- As for claim 43: Reichlen teaches an information processing system (figure 10) 
comprising: 

a reader 170 for reading an actual object 190 (figs 12. The reader can also be a 
infrared receiver or a video camera, figs. 13-14), 

file storage for storing electronic information associated with an actual object (17:25- 
50), 

a display 162 (19:4-5) for displaying the electronic information, 
link storage unit for storing link information that designates linking relation between 
the actual object and the electronic information (The "link storage unit" is implicitly 
included in Reichlen's teaching of associating a desktop application with the actual 
object, 17:25-50), 

a file operation unit for displaying a warning message (thus confirming the user's 
action) responsive to user attempts deletion or copying the electronic information 
corresponds to the actual object (23:35-40).
